1. Provide a description of the contractual relationship between Nolin and
Fort Knox as it relates to the “Demand Side Management and Cost Containment”
projects. Include in this description a discussion of what Nolin provides to Fort Knox on
these projects and the rights and responsibilities of Nolin and Fort Knox under the
contract.
